Ex-Scout leader gets prison term 



PROVO, Utah (AP) — A one-time 
Orem Boy Scout leader has re-, 
ceived a five-years-to-life prison 
sentence ' on his December- guilty 
plea to forcible sodomy involving a 
9-year-old boy. - 

During sentencing Thursday, 4th 
District Judge Cuilen Christensen 
said the case of Brian R. Peterson, 
25, was a difficult one — but he had 
no choice but to send him to prison. 

The -judge said Peterson was a 
poor candidate for sex offender 
treatment, . and had proven "he's 
quite . accomplished in this type of 
activity;" 

Peterson originally was charged 
with three counts of sodomy on a 
child.' But following plea negotia- 
tions, he. agreed to plead guilty to 
one charge in exchange for the 



dropping of the other two counts.. 

Christensen's sentence, recom- 
mended by Adult Probation and 
Parole, Mowed two hours of testi- 
mony by psychiatrists and psychol- 
ogists. Lisa Howard, the defend- 
ant's neighbor, testified Peterson 
bragged about his sexual exploits 
with male children. 

"He did say, Tve had little boys 
all over the state of Utah in con- 
junction with the Boy Scout pro- 
gram,' " she said. "He said, 'Give 
me an 11-year-old boy for a week, 
and m make him a homosexual for 
life.'" 

. The Scouts' National Parks Coun- 
cil suspended Peterson's member- 
ship for life. last fall following his 
arrest The defendant was regis- 
tered as a district committee mem- 



ber in the Squaw Peak and Timpan- 
ogos districts. 

Carlos Roby, executive director* of 
the Intermountain Sexual Abuse 
Center, described Peterson as a 
"exclusive homosexual pedophile" 
who has shown little remorse and 
little interest in getting treatment. ; 

"We hoped he would show a great 
deal more remorse for his victims 
than he did," Roby said. "I think 
he represents a fairly poor prognos- 
is for treatment" 

Michael Fihdeis, who treated Pe- 
terson at -the sexual abuse center, 
said the defendant refuses to take 
full responsibility for his actions 
and that he blames his 9-year-old 
victim. 

"I think he's a risk to the com- 
munity," he said. "I would not 
recommend outpatient treatment."

The Or em City Police have been investigating Brian Peterson for 
the past two - three months related to potential homosexual chi Id 
abuse ♦ Detective Nei Ison indicated that there are two specific 
non-Scout* related incidents in Orem that are under investigation. 
The first began 2-3 months ago when Brian talked a boy into 
removing his shirt so that he could see his muscles and wrestle 
with him in the presence of another boy. The second boy refused 
to participate and returned home to tell his parents about the 
incident - only, he indicated that the wrestling was more like 
lay ing on the f i rst boy * The second non-related Scout incident 
is of a nine-year old boy allegedly sodomized by Brian* The boy 
came forward because of a fear of aids to report the incident. 

Gerald Neilson, 224-7080, a detective far Orem City sailed at 
9:30am, F riday, Septemb er 22, * 1989^^to^inf orm us that Brian 
Peterson, M^^^'T^^^^i , Orem, DT. | | had been arrested 

this morning and accused of sodomi2ing a nine-year old neighbor 
boy- At the time of the arrest,- they used a warrant to search 
Peterson's home and found a large number of photographs of boys 
in Scout uniforms. 

Detactive Neilson felt that these could eventually be entered in 
the court record and could, therefore, become damaging to our 
image . Because of this , he requested information as to any 
restrictions we had placed on Brian * s membership or any records 
that we had assembl ed on misconduct . He was aware of the fact 
that Br ian had been having boys go to his home for " some kind of 
Scouting activities ♦ n He believed that they were related to the 
Order of the Arrow. He, also, indicated that Brian had attempted 
to solicit a position in his local LDS Ward as a Scout leader . 

Aftar^^^on^conversation with HB and addition discussion 
withM land | |, the following was determined: 

1. Between 1985 and the fall of 1988 multiple complaints 
had been filed against Brian with the Counci 1 varying 
from verbal abuse to threatening hostile action to 
attempted child abuse, but no formal complaints were 
ever filed with the authorities. (for details see 
Brian's file). Following the last reported incident in 
September/October, 1988, the local sheriff's office was 
contacted about the complaint. Authorities did not 
report back to us what .their investigation uncovered. 
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2. Fol low^jc^^^mee^ng between 1^^-^^ u ^ j^ cj*?: ..^ 
and ^^I^^^sSj^SS^ on December 14 , 1987, Brian was 
reprimanded by the Scout Executive for unbecoming 
conduct, violation of the Scout law and abusive 
language ♦ He was told that he could no longer work 
with boys and must restrict himself solely to adult 
level volunteer ism. 

3. Opon receipt of a phone call on October 14, 1988, to 
the Scout Office from Hgp^gai^ (who wished to remain 
anonymous) with complaint regarding Brian Peterson, 
Scout Executive Rees Falkner contacted Scott Ca rter of 
the Sheriffs Department who followed up with B" ■-^'■^B 
but discovered there was not enough evidence to warrant 
further investigation* 



Brian is currently registered as an Adult member of the 
Squaw Peak District committee . He may have appointed 
himself to assist the District in some phase of Order of 
the Arrow activity. As an adult he has never been a 
seasonal employee of the Council. He has, however, 
sought opportunities to serve on volunteer staffs .
